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V. Jn account of a yery large Tumour in the fore part 
of the Kecky Sec. % Dr James Douglas- 

I Lately had the opportunity of ©inning t Womanji 
about |o yearc. old, who had a very large Tumour, 
or hard Swelling, in the iort: pari, of her Neck, poflllSng 
til the fpace between the whole extent 01 the lower Jaw 
and the upper part of the Stermm, with a confiderable 
riling in its middle 5 laterally its point incliotng to the 
Left fide, tho the biggell part of rhe Tumour v^aj on the 
Right* The Skin on the Apex of this prorubj ituig part 
was thfn and fhriveird, of a colour diffirrt^ni ihjin the 

reft, and I ookt as if the Swelling would kmv^ kote ia 
that place. 
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Tfee Skin was exceeding thin, having no Fat under ft, 
only in a cavity between two Lobes, to be afterwards de- 
fcribed, on its Right fide, there v/as a fmall appearance 
of fome ij for the Skin being lefs ftretcht there, the Cells 
of the Memkrana adipofa were not quite emptyed. 

The flefhy Fjbres of the Latijjtmm colli were fcarce vl- 
fible. 

The MdJloid£m and Coraco-hjotd£us were extremely 
thin, and in their afcent they adhered very firm to the 
fubj^cent Tumour. 

The Sterno^hyoiddem and the Sterno-thjireotddHSy that 
run up the fore part of this Swelling, were diftended fo 
thin, that it was difficult to feparatc theai from it, efpe- 
cially the laft named. 

The Right Carotid Artery, in its afcent to the Head, 
run along its outer edge 5 which encreafing, did much 
obftrud the current of the Blood that way. ^ 

The Internal Jugular^ the Far Vagnm^ and the Inter- 
coftal Pair went alfo over fome part of this Swelling in 
their defcent to th^Thrax. Two of the Lymphatick 
Glands of the Juguhr Vein were fwelled to the bignefs 
of little Eggs, being placed at fomie diftance one from 
another, with a hollow between, where fome Fat v/as 
found ^ thefe two Lobes made the Tumour very uneven 
alfo on its Right fide. 

Thefe Mufcles, the Jugdar with the two Glands ad- 
hering to it, and the reft of the fore^named VefTels being 
removed on both fides, I could eafily obferve the bignefs, 
the figure and the circumfcription or limits of this preter- 
natural Tumour, with all its adhaefions to the adjacent 
partSt 

In Magnitude it feemed to exceed that of two Fills 
joyned together. 

its figure was almoft triangular, with a broad Bifis 
under the Chin, Hoping a litile on each fide, as It de- 
fcended to the upper part of the Stmmm^ where its point

w as pretty narrow 5 its furface was made uneven, by 
three rifingSj ci which the largeft was turned to the Left 
fide ^ the other two being placed on the Right, as above 
remarked. 

it adhered by Membranous Filaments to the Max- 
tllar Glands, to the Digujirick Mufcle, and to tho Style- 
hjoid£us 5 under whicii, on the Right fide, a finall por- 
tion of it, in the form cf a Nipple, did intrude itfelf as 
it were under the Tongue"; in the upper and fore* part it 
alfo adhered to the Os hjoidcs. 

Laterally it v^^as connefted to the Levator Scapulk, 
and lower down to that part of the Cncullaris that termi- 
nates into the Clavicle, backwards to all the the fore-pare 
of the Afpera Arterla^ between its third or fourth Cartila- 
ginous Ring and the Os pe&orisj as alfo to that Mufck 
of the Head called B^tBus Inter nus major ^ and to fome 
part of the Sculeni 5 its lower part was engaged under the 
^tigHlum^ or lunated part of the Breaft^bone, to which it 
adhered. ^ 

It was eafily freed from its conne^rions to all thefe 
different parts, bat not fo from the GUndHl£T:hyrtotd<it£^ 
to which it adhered after a far different manner ; tor 
where the Thyroidal Glands are joyned to one another, a 
little below the Cartilago Cricoides, on the fore-part of the 
rough Artery, there was no lepa rating of it without cut- 
ting its (iibftance ; whence i^ plainly appears, that the 
Union of theft Glands was. the root or beginning of this 
exceluve Tumour : And yet, which is very remarkable, 
the Glancjs themfelves kept their ufual figure, and were 
no larger *than ordinary. 

This Tumour was hard and very firm, being exadly of 
the confiftence of a Cows Udder when boyled, yet in a 
fey/ places it was fottifh, containing a liquid and thick 
Juice. 

Irs Colour was chiefly of a Whitilh Yellow, only in 
fome places it was exceeding Red, from its havaig a 

greater 
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greater ftore of Blood Veffels, and in others it was very 

White- 

I was not a little furprized to hear the edge of my 
Knife grate againft fomething hard, while I was cutting 
it, which made me proceed with camion, not to fpoii 
whatever it was that made the refiftahce ; I therefore 
p red ofFall the foft part, and the hard fubftance that 
remained I boyled, and then cleared it very v/ell, hav- 
ing left {licking to it at one corner a foft Cartilaginous 
Body, which poffibly, had the Patient lived longer, 
would have acquired the fame degree of Induration. 
It very much refembles a piece of white unpoliftied 
Rock CoraU but whether it maybe reckoned olTeous, 
or if it be rather the Vifcid Humour of the Glands hard- 
ned and concreted into this irregular Chalky or Gra- 
velly Subftance, or whatever elfc it maybe, 1 leave^ Sir. 
to your better Judgment to determine. See Fig* i. 

1 remember about two years ago I found ia the 
Proftates of Si very old man a great many hard Bodies, 
like White Peas, being of aSubftance exadly like this, 
onlyfmoother on the outfide; fomeof thefe were in the 
Body of thefe Glandsj> others adhered by fmall Root? 
to the Mufcular Membrane that Invefts them, fig, 2. 

The firft appearance of this large Swelling was aboii: 
twenty years ago, caufed by the breaking of a Vein, as 
the good Woman ufed to'exprefs it, in a hard and very 
difficult Labour. It increafed but very (lowiy, not ar- 
riving to any confiderable bulk till a few years before 
fbe dyed 5 it was never very painful, being a true 
Schirrhus : Many things by feveral Perfons had been 
uftd and applyed unfuccefsfuily. Its bignefs at length 
became very troublefome, in irapediog her Swallow- 
ing and free Breathiog, and at laft it quite choaked 
her, by comprefling the Wind-pipe, upon which it 

lay- 
But 
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But beficJes tbis, I obferved another remarkable ac- 
cident, which did much haften her end, being very 
painful and troubiefome for a year or two before (he 
dyed. 

The Vterns was entirely Shirrhous, and diftended to 
that degree, that it filled up the whole Capacity of the 
Pelvk. Part of the Colon and lleon adhered iJo firmly 
to it^ that there could be no Separation without tear- 
ing : Both the Ovaria and the Tubs grew clofe to it- 3 
nid indeed the Confufion and Mixture of all thefe parts 
was fo great, that if the Ovaries had not been fwelled 
here and there with Hydatidai Tumours, I could not 
have diftinguiftied them* 

The Neck of the Womb was prefied down fo low, 
that upon a very gentle dilatation of the Labia it offered 
itfelf to view, being cxtreamly hard, but yetfmooth 
and even, and fo ciofely fhut, that I could pafs nothing 
without cutting. 

It had fqueezed the Vefica Urinaria fo clofe againft 
the Of Pubk^ that it could contain but little or no 
Urine, which obliged her to make it often, and with 
pain* 

The prcflure of this part backwards was fo great 
upon th^ hteftinum Re&um^ that the evacuatioti oi F^ces 
had been obftrufted for the (pace of five weeks before 
(he dyed. 

Indeed there was obferved to come away per Anum 
for fome confiderable time a great deal of ?hs and 
Slimy Matter, but that proceeded from the Vterus 5 
for the Acrimonious Humour, which was wont to be 
difcharged pr Vagi4$am^ having been pent up within its 
Cavity, by the clofe Conftridion of the CoUnm Uteris 
had corroded, and eat its way through the fubftance of 

the Womb into the Re&um^ by which it had its vent : 
Which deplorable cafe I have more than once obferved 
in DifTcdion. 

The 
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The thicknefs of the Womb was near two inc^es5 
and in its bottom there wa$ a great deal ot fhh Ikinicur, 
White and thick, which upon touching made the cods 
ot my Fingers white and rough, by {hrivellitig the Gi. 
ticula^ as if I had waftied them with a flrong"" Solorico 
of fome Aerid Lixivial Sain Thus the Eauftick Salt 
lodged in Soap siFefts the Hands of thofe Women that 
wafti Linnen. It was very hard to take the Uterus out 
of the Pelvk^ by reafon of its fo clofe adhefion to the 
neighbouring parts. 

I had forgot to take notice, that the Faeces Alvins^ 
contained in the Guts, were but few, by reafon fhe 
could not fwallow any thing folid for a long time^ but 
i?ery hardji and iq feveral diftinQ* Clots. 
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
